(From the Pall Mall Ga/e'te, Oct. 7.) 

Miss Louisa Devcy is the executrix 
of the Dowager Lady Lytfcon. To her 
Lady Lytton left by will all her pa- 
pers, letters, an incomplete "Autobio- 
graphy," and another MS, of autobio- 
graphic character, called "Nemesis;" 
"and she was so nervously anxious that 
her intentions .should not through any 
inadvertence be frustrated that she 
directed that they should not by any 
pretext "however plausible and appar- 
ently truthful," bo permitted to pass 
into the hands of any members of cor-, 
tain families she named." My Lirst in- 
tention," says Mjsa Devey, "was to de- 
lay this publication for some years, but 
I am compelled to hasten my action in 
consequence of the recent appearance 
'of the Biography of Edward Lord 
Lytton; for, although I might not have 
considered it incumbent on me to cor- 
rect inaccuracies so far as the late Lord 
alone was concerned, yet in the unjust 
notices of Lady Lytton, 1 feel that de- 
lay would be prejudicial to the very 
object of my trust, and the faithful dis- 
charge of a duty I had unreservedly ac- 
cepted." 

The first meeting of Miss Wheeler 
with Mr. Edward Jiulwcr took place at 
a party at Miss L'enger's, in Oct. 1825. 
Thus Miss Wheeler describes her fu- 
ture husband. 

"He had" (she says in her autobio- 
graphy) "just returned from Paris, and 
was resplendent with French polish — 
as far as boots went. His cobweb cam- 
bric shirt front was a triumph of lace 
and embroidery, a combination never 
seen in this country till six or seven 
years later (except on babies' frocks). 
Studs, too, except in racing stables, 
were then uon eat; but a perfect galaxy 
glittered down the centre of' his fairy 
like lingerie. His hair, which was 
really golden and abundant, he wore 
literally in long ringlets that almost 
reached his shoulders. He was unmis- 
takeably gentleman-like looking. Poor 
D'Orsay's linen gauntlets had not yet 
burst upon the London world; but Mr. 
Lytton Bulwer had three inches of 
cambric encircling his coat cud's, and 
fastened with jewelled sleevo link's. 
And although it wanted full five years 
till every man in society was caned, he 
also dangled from his ungloved and 
glittering right hand a somewhat gor- 
geously jewel-headed ebony cane; and 
the dangling was cf a scientific kind, 
evidently "learned, marked, and in- 
wardly digested." 

Shortly after this meeting begins a 
series of 298 letters, which the volume 
contains. The cold formality of the 
lirst t'.vo or three soon changes to some- 
thing more passionate, and in theseven- 
.teenth letter begins a scries of .endear- 
ments, of pet names, of wonderful 
diminutives and superlatives as extra- 
ordinary as any that have ever been 
laughed at in a court of law. . "My 
.dearest Rose darlingest Poodle" he ad- 
dresses Miss Wheeler, signing himself 
"Oo own Puppo." Here are a few ex- 
amples from his bundle of love let- 
ters: — 

"My Adored Poodle; Many thanks: 
for oo (.'aiding letter. Me is so happy, 
me is wagging my tail and putting my 
ears down; me is to meet oo to-morrow. 
day of days 1 1 cannot tell you how 



very, very happy you have made me! 
No my own love, don't come before 12; 
but really 1 shall meet you. Oh, dar- 
ling of darlings! I cannot write to you 
to-night for any length now. The best 
plan. about tho carriage will be for you 
to get in it lirst, and it can then pick 
me up in another street, so that you 
will enter it alone. When you arc in, 
put down ye blinds. O zoo love of loves, 
me is ready to leap out of my skin for 
joy! Adieu. Twenty million lasses." E. 
L." 15. 

"Then, again/' he writes, "take nine- 
ty million million million (kisses); and 
so zoo thinks to continue to dream, 
tho' not sleep! To be sure! oo does not 
cull dreaming sleep. J call it the most 
restless, active, fatiguing, and yet 
delicious part of existence, instead of 
that pause and cessation of life which 
philosophers andjphysiologists will tell 
you sleep is. Sleep forgets, Dreams 
are all remembrance. Sleep feels not, 
hears not, sees not." 

Vov the curious in such matters we 
give one or two bits taken at random 
from the collection, examples which 
fairly serve as a sample of the whole: 

"And so they dressed my poodle in 
while and black? O zoo darling! how 
like a poodle? And had oo oo's bootiful 
ears curled nicely, and did oo not look- 
too pretty, and did not all the puppy 
clogs run after ooand tell oo what a dar- 
ling oo was? Ahhnesends oo ninemiliion 
kisses to be distributed' as follows: — 
5.00,000 for oo bootiful mouth, 250,000 
to oo right eye, 250,000 to oo left eye, 
1,000,000 to oo dear neck, and the rest 
to be equally divided between oo arms 
an d hands. 

"Ten million more kisses, to my 
own darling, for your letter, which is 
just arrived. I t is read, and now, be- 
fore it is answered take the following 
(marks of kisses). Pray, darling, shall 
we not kiss prcttilv to w, Darling

"Well, my darling, :• -ite; for 

my soul hungers and th,.- r your 

writeousness — ten mi rka of 

kisses) and 15 (bites).

"Asparagus corn Pup Eobadil of

On Thursday, the 29th of August 
1827, Bulwer and Miss Wheeler were 
married in London, and the next letter, 
No. 217, is dated Oct. 2 1- of the same 
year, being couched in the usual terms. 
Then follow many other dealings with 
domestic matters, in which occur such 
expressions as. "Do take care of ooself; 
never get out of bed without oo slip- 
pers." gossiping about the publication 
of "Pelham," his engagements of ser- 
vants, and so on. That bg took no 
small trouble in his work i3 evident 
from the minuteness with which he 
enters into details of ho.v the gardener 
and his wife were to go on Wednes- 
day: 

"As they are very nice people, whom 
I should like to attach to us, I have 
promised to lend them a bed and any 
other little article of furniture we can. 
Will you see, therefore, that a bed is 
movedthere, and a table and two chairs 
and anything else serviceable to them'] 
See that they have a fire in their house 
on Wednesday, and send them same 
supper and beer there. I prefer ft> that 
their supping tit our house and being 
contaminated by ourservants. See them 
yourself, darling, and speak kindly to 
them." 

"At last mo has got oo very nice 
maid, understands dressmaking per- 
fectly, hairdressjng, and housekeeping. 
1 am to enquire her character to-mor- 
row, and, if it suits, sho will come in a 
week. I have also got n, cook, a Eronch 
cook, a man cook. Mow don't frown, 
dearest! He will be very economical, 
and his wages are not more than a 
woman cook. 

Then he concludes: "The Ministers 
are out, Peel is to be Prime Minister, 
and my place and baronetcy to go to 
the devil." 

A daughter (Emily Elizabeth) was 
born at Woodcot on June 27, 1823, 
Lady Lytton writesshe was not allowed 
to nurse her child, us it would take up 
too m uch of her time from attendance 
on and assistance to her husband in 
his literary labours. It was therefore 
sent out to nurse at a • ^libouring 
farm house; and, in const -o of tho 
separation, her qyesigh -tmo so 
much injured from weep t she-

fever, forms, says Miss L , ;i in. ':er 
tragic episode in tho lift" i. ■<y- iuy.i- 
ton, as is explained by I . lectors at 
tho end of the volume from ilius 
Katherine Blanche (an eye-witness)', 
the other from the Baroness Dc Bitter, 
in whoso charge Miss Lytton had been 
placed. Miss Lytton died at a lodging- 
house, 21 Pelham -place. Brompton, 

"Make one favour, which is, that 
whenever oo is voxed with me, oo will 
go out from me to our child! Do not 
say, "This is kinder to nie, or this loves 
me better than he does." Do not let a 
being, however dear it necessarily will 
and ought to bo to you, but which is 
only just come into the world in which 



I • for three years have known and 
loved you, do not let it bo as dear to 
j you as ouo who has given you proofs 
| of all'ection which cannot for 
many years equul and which it can 
never excel.' That a creature hitherto 
without sense, knowledge, feeling, at- 
j tachment, should at onco become dear- 
1 er to you than I am, .1 do not and will 
not believe! If it were the case one of 
us would indeed be utterly unworthy 
of tho other!" 

Mr. and Mr& Bulwer left Woodcot, 
where they had lived sinco their mar- 
riage in April, 1830, for Tunbridge 
Wells. A son (Edward Robert) was 
born on Nov. 8. 1831. They left Eng- 
land in the fall of 1833, and arrived at 
Naples on the 17th of November that 
.same year. The diary fixes the 14th of 
.January, 183-1, "dinner at Lord Hert- 
ford's taken by Lady Oujlum." which 
agrees with dates given in the deposi- 
tion of Rosotta Benson, lady's maid to 
Lady Lytton. They returned to Eng- 
land early in tho year 1834. 

Letter number'284, dated May 30, 
1829, addressed to Mrs Bulwer, while 
staying at Tunbridge Wells, was the 
last one written, for five years. On July 
I, 1831, comes number 285, written to 
".Mrs. Bulwer, from the Castle Hotel, 
after a gross personal outrage." From 
this letter we quote largely, as it is 
perhaps the most important in the col- 
lection: 

"You have been cruelly outrag- 
ed — and [ stand eternally degraded in 
my own eyes. I do not for a moment 
blame you for the publicity which you 
gave to an oil'ront nothing but frenzy 
can extenuate — I do not blame you for 
exposing me to my servants-for seek- 
ing that occasion to vindicate yourself 
to my mother-nor for a singio proceed- 
ing of the most natural conduct, which 
has probably by this timomado mo the 
theme for all the malignity of London. 
All this was perfectly justifiable after 
what had taken place, and I have only 
myself to blame for having been be- 
trayed into such madness and giving 
myself in a moment of passion so whol- 
ly into the hands of my enemies. But 
I may doubt whether it washumano to 
tamper with so terrible an infirmity as 
mine, to provoke so gratuitously in the 
first i stance, to continue to sting and 
to exasperate, to lead moon step by 
stop, to rouse me out of the restraints 
1 visibly endeavored to put upon my- 
self, to resolve on not allowing me to 
escape myself, to persist in stretching 
to tho utmost a temper always so con- 
stitutionally violent, and stung now by 
a thousand cares and vexations into an 
irritable sourness, which common chari- 
ty might if it could not forbear with 
at least not unnecessarily gall — until 
at last sense, reason, manhood, every- 
thing gave way, and I was a maniac 
and a bruit, 1 doubt if that was hu- 
mane. I am now convinced of what 1 
have long believed; 1 am only fit to 
live alone, trod and nature alllicted me 
with unsocial habits, weak nerves, and 
violent passions. Every thing in my 
life has tended to feed these infirmities, 
until they have become a confirmed and 
incurable disease, which - nothing but a 
gentle pity, a forbearing, soothing, 
watchful compassion — as of a nurse 
over a madman — can render bearable 
to me or to others." 

Ho then goes on to settle money 
matters. He gives his wife free choice 
of a residence, and "as for the children, 
they are left completely with you." He" 
then concludes as follows: 

"I do not ask your forgiveness, 
which I know you would readily give, 
but which would neither remove my 
own soreness nor raise my prido. I ask 
no forgiveness from human being — 
such us I am 1 will be to the last, my 
0"wn Judge. 1 have been my own ac- 
cuser and my own punishment. I have 
not one particle of angry feeling against 
you; all my bitterness is for myself. 
And now farewell, I wish you every 
comfort, and after tho lirst nervous 
ness of " break-up" is over, I know you 
will find a great relief in our relative 
change of position. For Six years you 
havo been .too me an incomparable 
wiCe. That thought alone is sufficient 
to make me judge you leniently in the 
last year. Whether the change arose 
from loo harsh a misconstuction of my 
faults, from an erroneous estimate of 
my character, from that utter difference 
of tastes, habits, and pursuits which 
time, that wears away. all gloss and all 
concealment, made more obvious and 
more irksome — whatever bo the cause 
of tho change that has taken place in 
your affection and your kindness, 1 
make no complaint, I call for no. de- 
fence. Let us both rest in peace." 

And tliiB was the provocation as 
Lady Lytton tells the story: 

"Upon his asking me with whom I 
was going to tho christening of Mr. 
Eonblanquo's child that night, and I 
replying "with Lady Stepney," ho then 
repeated as fast as he could, a dozen 
times running, "My mother calls her 
that ugly old woman." He then called 
out, "Do you hear me, madam?" "Of 
course I hear you." "Then why the — 
in — don't you answer me'l" "I did not 
think it required an answer." "D — 
your soul, madam!" hecxclaimed, seiz- 
ing a carving knife (for wo were at din- 
ner, and ho had told the servants to 
leave the room till he rang) and rush- 
ing at me cried, ."I'll have you to know 
that whenever I do you the honor of 
addressing you, it requires an answer!" 
I said, "For God's sake, take care what 
you are about, Edward. He then drop- 
ped the knife, and springing on me, 



made his great teeth meet in my cheek, 
and the blood spurted over mo. The 
agnoy was so great that my screams 
brought the servants back, and present- 
ly Uresson, the cook, seized him by the 
callor; buthe broke from him, and, 
seizing one of tho footman's hats in the 
hall, rushed down Piccadilly." 

His next letter (Sept. 21, 183-1) is 
directed to Gloucester. Lady Lytton 
writes in the end of November from 
there: "I have now been hero four 
months — alone." 

His last letter to t-floucestor is dated 
April 4, 1835, from London.,Wben Mr. 
Bulwer wrote ho expected his wife up 
in town. Tito next letter is dated Paris 
Jan. 18, 1836, to Mrs. Bulwer at Ac- 
ton. 

On Jan. 18th, .183(5, he writes to 
propose that the past should bo forgot- 
ten, "although E am convinced that if 
you made the effort you would feel 
yourself much happier separated from 
me," Ac. The next letter explains the 
immediate cause of separation. Mr. 
Bulwer had promised to dine with his 
wife at Berrymead. At 9 o'clock a 
man on horseback arrived with a mes- 
sage that he was too ill to come. j\I i s. 
Bulwer immediately sent for a carriage, 
and, bringing what she thought neces- 
sary for tin invalid, arrived at 11 
o'clock at his chambers at the Albany, 
and, after long ringing, at last he open- 
ed tho door. In letter 291 he expresses 
his indignation ather visit to his cham- 
bers. 

"Madam-- Your conduct requires no 
comment, your letter deserves no an- 
swer — you come, ring violently, 
my sole servant is . out. I am not in 
habit of opening my own door— I got up 
at last, ill and- worn out — see you to 
my surprise-you recur to your most 
base, unworthy, and most ungrateful 
suspicions on seeing two teacups on my 
tray ! ! I— make it scene before your 
footman and the porters of the lodge, 
and expose me and yourself to the ridi- 
cule of the town. And this is the history 
of your adventures! 1 havo only to say 
at present that it furnishes anothor to 
tho unwarrantable and unpardonable 
insults find injuries you have so un- 
sparingly heaped on vour husband. 
* E. B. 

Ho demands an ftpolocy, and 
eventually writes: "On no considera- 
tion whatever will 1 live with you 
again." Tho deed of separation, which 
allowed Mrs. Bulwer £400 a year for 
Mr. Bir! wer's life only, and .£50 a year 
for the two children as long as ho per- 
mitted them to remain with their moth- 
er, is dated April 19th, 183G: and on 
the 11th of June, 183G, she with her 
children quitted Berrvmead, her hus- 
band's home, forever. 

1 fere are some extracts from the de- 
position of Mrs. ltosetta Benson, maid 
to Lady Lytton, whicluis placed at the 
end of the volume: 

"l,Bo3etta Benson, widow, whose 
maiden name was Byrne, and who liv- 
ed for some years as lady's maid with 
the Bight Honorable Lady Lytton— 
then Mrs. Edward Lytton Bulwer, 
when her ladyship married— from 1827 
to 18 15.. being prevented by the pre- 
sent state of my health from going 
to London to give my evidenco in the 
Divorce Court, should it bo necessary, 
do hereby depose on oath before tho 
Rev. John Batt Bingham, magistrate, 
Herts, that during the whole of that 
period I never knew any gentleman 
treat a wife, more especially such a 
trood ami irreproachable wife so hardly 
and so badly as the present Lord Lyt- 
ton, then Mr. Edward Lytton Bulwer, 
did her ladyship, not only as to cruel 
neglect, and inlidlity, but also as to 
acts of brutal personal violence, among 
others on one occasion when travelling 
in Italy in 1833. One night at the Lake 
of Boisano lie so dashed the things 
about, and at her ladyship, that ovon 
Luigi, the courier, vowed ho would not 
continue the journey with him. Again, 
at Naples, after having in one of his 
brutal rages kicked and banged her lady- 
ship against a stone floor at the Hotel 
Vittoria till sho was black and blue, 
and had to keep her bed. A few days 
after — bocauso people began to talk 
of this at Naples, as he made her, 
poor lady get up and dress herself to 
a great dinner at Lord Hertford's 
After wo got back to London his tem- 
per continued awful toward ladyship, 
for having asked him for money to pay 
the house bills left unpaid when they 
went abroad so one day, in July, 1834, 
atdinnerattheirhou.se, 3G Hertford- 
street, Mayfttir, London, he soizod a 
carving knife, and rushed at his wife, 
when sho cried out, "for God's sake, 
Edward, take care what you are about!" 
when he. dropped the knife, and, 
springing on her like a tiger, made his 
teeth meet is her left cheek, until her 
screams brought the man servants 
back into the room, and he has ever 
since hunted her through tho world, 
with spies and bad women, and does 
not allow her enough to live upon for 
a lady in her station." 

Lady Lytton was a great beauty. 
Although in her 80th year, she possess- 
ed to the last the remains of a beauty 
that had been so notod in her youth. 
Lady Lytton died rather suddenly on 
tho 12th of March, 1882 in her 80th

libellous of Itfr. Duncan and other geu- | who have remained true to the society and 
tlemen that it was suppressed, and only I attached themselves to its representative, 
one copy reached the hands of those at 



was "warlike" and "denunciatory" in its 
tone, implying that I advised sending an 
"army" to that promising mission iield, 
etc., that I really must, in fairness to my- 
self, deny that it merits any such comnieuts. 
The only time that I used the word "army" 
was when bringing in a common saying 
about a once famous commander "who 
marched his army up the hill and marched 
it down again, ' 'a proceeding which it appear- 
ed to me the taip of the Heroine last 
autumn illustrated. Instead of deserving 
the character you give it, my letter through- 
out advocated the preservation of peace and 
upholding the law, and I fail to neo whero 
any stormy proposition comes in, unless it 
bo that I advocated punishing the guilty 
and protecting the innocent; probably, how- 
ever, you may be right, as this proposition 
if carried out would raise a serious storm at 
Metlakahtla. The letter was prompted by 
reading your article on the 2Cth, which 1 
considered in many ways a fair showing of 
the present unfortunate position of all'airs. 
As I statt d, my object was to impress upon 
the government the necessity of not allow- 
ing illegal acts to go any longer unpunished. 
Let me for a moment show how my letter 
was in unison with your then ideas (since 
apparently altered). 1'ou say on that day, 
"Wo find that assaults have been commit- 
ted (where, Jbut at Metlakahtla?) that 
lieeucees have have been prevented from 
cutting down trees, that a surveyor, acting 
with the consent of the Lands and "Works 
department was prevented performing his 
duty, etc., etc., that these are facts . which 
demand exertion on the part of the author- 
ities; you also slate that one of the ideas 
"'lining ground among the Indians, and 
uontrolmko them, is that the government 
is powerless to carry out the law, and in 
this conviction "inactivity cannot, however, 
be tolerated." Again, under the heading of 
"The Metlakahtla Troubles," you say, 
"hostilities may occur at any moment, " and 
again on the 31st, you notice that the 
Satellite sails on Sunday for Metlakahtla 
"the scene of disorder." I do not see 
where or how my letter is more warlike or 
denunciatory than your own articles. 

In other articles you endeavor to fasten 
all the blame of the existing troubles on 
Bishop Ridley, and advance authorities 
for the pernicious and mischievous theory 
that the lands of the province belong to 
the Indians and not to the government. 
Were such a theory admitted, where would 
they cease? and what would be the value 
of existing titles? With regard to the 
first the church mission society had every 
right to send a chief pastor to Metlakahtla 
which was founded by them through their 
agent and fostered by their liberal aid. In 
reference to thu statements of these facts 
in my letters, you say, "if^ their claims 

have carried their case into a court of law." 
I cannot. *eo the appositenesa of your re- 
mark. When Mr. Duncan refused to carry 
out tlieir instructions and act in consort 
with the bishop the society dismissed him; 
but there was nothing for them to taky 
into a court of law, nor can a court of law 
compel the Indians to retain their allegi- 



telligiblo way, and awaits au answer to 
what ho appears to consider the unanswer- 
able. He wants to know the first net of dis- 
loyalty or rebellion against tho Queon's 
authority on the part ol tho Motlakahtlans. 
As the laws are framed to maintain the 
Queen's authority, anyouo who breaks 
them acts against that authority. I am un- 
aware of tho first act of this kind at Metla- 
kahtla, possibly Mr. Duncan can inform 
"A"; but I can mention one or two (hat 
havo recently occurred. A party of Mr. 
Duncan's Indians broke jail at Metlakahtla 
and released a prisoner. A bishop was set 
upon and beaten in the street of tho village 
by some followers of tho same loader, and 
probably his life only saved by tho inter- 
ference of some Church Mission Indians. 
I may add that he was confined to his bed 
for somo days from tho Injuriesho received. 
A part of au Indian's house was torn down 
because ho was an adherent of the bishop: 
one or more buildings on tho Church Mis- 
sion land wero turndown also in n most un- 
lawful way. The bishop was tired at 
from outside when stand lug at a window of 
the mission, tho ballot passing through the 
glass closo to him, flattening against tho 
opposite wall". Frequent threats have been 
made that the mission buildings would be 
burnt down. I could go on, but think I 
have answered tho question. I will not 
accuse "A," as ho has accused me, of being 
inexcusably ignorant or artfully perverting 
facts, but I think the man can havo only 
ouo eye, and that ho resolutely turns his 
blind side to occurrences which do uot 
square with tho theory he advocates. 

I do not wish a false construction to be 
placed on this letter as was on my last. I 
advocate no laying of Motlakahtla in ashes 
"or something of the sort," or tiring on un- 
resisting innocents. What I do advocate is 
a thorough enquiry and bringing the guilty 
to account; and I am glad to know that tho 
commission of enquiry will consist of the 
attorney-general, Capt. Hall and Mr. Elliot, 
who, I think, are somewhat better lilted to 
cany out a judicial investigation than Mr. 
McMillan, with all respect (or his upriglit- 
p 11688, disregard of dignities and want of in- 
terest in unlawful gains. Apuopos. 
1st Nov., lSSt.

PANIC IN A THEATRE. 

Terrible Loss of Life sit a Glas- 
gow Performance. 

The Exit Blocked and Men 
Trampled to Death. 

(Exclusive to The Colonist.) 

Glasgow, Nov. 1.— A panic occurred 
at thoStar Theal re and was caused by a cry 
of firo. During the mail of the audience 
to eBcapefrom tho building sixteen people 
were killed arid twelve seriously injured. 
Tho performance had proceeded without 
interruption until shortly aftor 9 o'clock 
whon some person shouted "firo." Tho 
wholo audience instantly roso to their 
feet i nd made a rush to tho sovoral oxiis. 
Tho great mass of tho people in tho pit in 
rushing therefrom met a crushing crowd 
pouring down from the galleries. A fear- 
ful and futal block followed. Wild 
shrieks of agony and despairing crijs for 
help could not then be answered with tho 
mass of panic stricken humanity. They 
were appealed to by tho officers of the 
thoatro and by the police to hold back, 
but tho appoald wore unheeded. Tho 
crazed crowd frantically pressed toward 
tho outlets trampling down and over the 
weaker ones until tho street was reached. 
When the theatre was finally cleared 1G 
corpses were found on the stair leading 
from the gallery and twelve per- 
sons were" bo badly injured that they 
only gave evidence that life wasnot extinct 
by their piteous moans. Upon the first 
alarm being rung the whole lire depart- 
ment quickly vent to the roscuo, and 
with tho police, tried to their utmost to 
allay the panic and rescue tho dead and 
dying, but they were unable to bo of 
much effective service. Tho polico and 
citizens finally succeeded in forcing their 
way into the building, and then aided all 
they could to escape to tho street, but tho 
mass was bo wedged in that they wore 
sadly interfered with in their labors. Tho 
city ambulance corps convoyed the vic- 
tims, and tho wounded were so overcome 
that they were as helpless as the doad . 
It is learned that tho author of tho cry 
was a former em ploy oo of the thoatre, 
who had been dismissed. Tho audience 
numbered about 2,000. The" performance 
was chiefly a music hall business. Another 
account says that the alarm aroso while 
the trapeso performor was taking a divo 
from the ceiling of the theatre to a net 
hanging in mid air. One of tho audience 
shouted "firo," moaning the performer 
had gone too near the foot-lights.

Tflie Silaek Cod or SUil Fisheries 

Mr. Ed. A. Combes, C. E, and Mr. A. 
McGregor, of tho Skidogato Oil Company, 
accompanied by three Indians, made a 
trip to the west coast of Queen Charlot te 
Islands last summer to test the black cod 
or aid) fishery. They started from Skide- 
gate on the 19th August, and rail 110 milos 
through tho Skidegato channel between 
Graham and Moresby islands to the open 
ocean; thouco south to the village of Kai- 
soon, situated on the northern shore of 
Inkskip channel of Gold Harbor, which 
point was reached on the 20th. In conse- 
quence of tho late storms thoy could not 
commence fishing but managed to catch 
soven lino halibut for bait. They did not 
get a favored day for fishing until the Bi d 
ofSeptombor, and on that, day they pulled 
out about two miles with the sea running 
very high and tho tide running so strong 
from tho north that it was necessary for 
an Indian to keep rowing all tho time 
against it. Kut-skai the old chief of Kai- 
soou baited up the hooks and 74 of these 
were made fast to a kelp lino about 18 
inches apart and two stones wore used as a 
sinker, made fast so as to trip on tho bot- 
tom. It took ;i0 minu'.os to reach bottom 
at 250 fathoms, and the sinkers were cast 
off after remaining on tho bottom twenty 
minutes. They lauded the first fish in I!0 
minutes, making- ono hour and twenty 
minutes. They landed 31 fish, losing four 
in taking them, and every bait was stolen. 
It wus impossible to make another haul 
on this day as tho sea was running too 
high. 

On the 5th tho weather was pleasant 
and tho sea calm, and they again went 
out. In tho first haul 40 fish wero taken 
and the second brought 39. Tho bait 
used was dog salmon and halibut. Thoy 
returned homo to camp at noon and had a 
skil fry. Three slices of fish in a small 
pan, and without oil or grease of any kind, 
fried itself and gave a gill of beautiful 
rich oil. Tho party split and salted the 
fish into every box avuilablo and stnrtod 
for Skidegate, arriviim at tho oil com- 
pany's work on the 0th Soptombor. The 
lish wero hero resulted into a tank where 
they made pickle enough to cover them- 
selves. Aftor remaining in tho tank until 
tho 20th Sept. they wero taken out and 
packed in boxes for shipment. Tho 
steamor did not arrivo in Victoria until 
the 15th of October, but on unpacking 
the fish they were found in prime con- 
dition.

[W. F. G. Shanks' New York letter.] 
Formerly the afternoon concerts on 
Saturday at the Mali were attended by 
children and their nurses, a few strangers, 
and some ladies and gentlemen driving by 
would stop for a few" moments to listen. 
Workirigmcn usually regarded Saturday 
us tlie most important of the week, for in 
nine establishments out of every ten it is 
pay-day; while woikingnien's wives at 
homo made it cleansing-day. These were, 
therefore, prevented from the free enjoy- 
ment of the music, and the}' usually 
sought that sort of recreation on the fol- 
lowing day in the cheap excursions pro- 
vided hero very liberally the year round. 
Rrickaway and Coney 'Island claimed 
many of, them for their own; and these 
cheap excursions were usually found to be 
very dear in the end. ' 

These people now go instead to Central 
park, at a cost of not more than 10 cents, 
each, hut they get no beer there. They' 
are allowed on the commons and can cat 
where they like the lunch they take with 
them. The great crowd around the music 
stand— it numbers from 10,000 to 
25,000 on pleasant Sunday afternoons— is 
now made up almost wholly from the ' la- 
boring masses of both sexes with their 
little ones. The friuge of the crowd, as 
formerly, is of the more prosperous class 
in coaches, but you oftencr see among the 
vehicles the improved carryalls which are 
carriages on Sunday and business wagons 
during week days. " There is no drunken 
ness; no noisy demonstrations; no rudu be- 
havior. 

This crowd is not so familiar with music 
that they scoff at it. You do not sec 
young and modest working-girls annoyed 
by the stare and the remarks of young 
rowdies who pretend to bo gentlemen. 
Stalwart fathers and brothers are numer- 
ous and too demonstrative for games of 
that sort which so frequently annoy not 
only the recipients of such insulting at- 
tentions, but i.lso those who look on with 
indignation at such conduct. The Sunday 
music at the park has thus far been op- 
posed by the people whose business it in- 
jures; and as these are chiolly hotel men 
and rum sellers the public interest iu their 
complaint is very limited. 

Afraid of Heine; Assassinated.

It wiuld be difficult to find a govern- 
ment iu any civilized country that is so ut- 
terly independent in its actions of the 
rights and desires of the great mass of its 
subjects, That the president fears for his 
life at the hands of some of those whom 
he has wronged and is constantly wrong- 
ing, is quite apparent, for he avoids as 
much as possible being seen in public 
When he rides through the streets in going 
from his home to the "palace, " where 
are located the government offices, 
his coachman whips up the horses 
and drives at a tremendous speed. 
Nearly every afternoon 1 see Presi- 
dent Gonzales' carriage pass my win- 
dow in going to or coining from the pal- 
ace. It is a heavy, close coach, in which 
he sits well back on the rear seat so as to 
avoid observation and the, driving of his 
coachman is like unto the driving of Jehu, 
Every person here with whom I have 
spoken concerning this habit of the presi- 
dent has replied that is done without doubt 
so as to prevent any person who may be 
lying in wait with murderous designs hav- 
ing any chance to shoot Gonzales. And 
yet, if we could believe most of the na- 
tive and Spanish newspapers published 
here— which no one in Mexico 
joes— we would think President 
Gonzales a most excellent man and 
nn altogether acceptable chief executive. 
When you suggest such an idea to a Mex- 
ican of intelligence he usually gives you a 
aly suggestive glance in return. Some are 
bold enough to speak out plainly, telling 
strangers like myself the bottom facts in 
the ease. But such courageous men in 
Mexico are rare, and for very (rood reasons. 
The newspaper editors dare u jt print what 
they really believe concerning the admin- 
istration. I am informed that there is a 
law by which editors can be arrested and 
punished here not only for what the 
authorities consider improper criticism of 
the government, but also for even re- 
printing such articles without appending 
to it some refutal, denial, or attempt at 
controverting it.
